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Selective Service System Discontinues College 
Qualification 
Tests

WASHINGTON — The Selective Service System lias discon- 


tinued college qualification tests pending a decision by President 
Johnson on whether to continue the present policy of educational 
determents from the draft. 
Lt. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, Selective Service director, told 


the House Armed Services Committee that plans for tests 
next tail had been cancelled because "the entire question of 
student deferment" was "in an open state." 


He testified in support of the administration's request for a 


four.year extension of the draft law, which expires June 30. 


The Senate, meanwhile, began consideration of the extension 


bill with passage expected today. 


In asking for continuation of the draft in a message March 6, 


Johnson said he was considering the question whether under- 
graduates should be deferred until they obtained a bachelor's 
degree. 


He invited the nation to debate the issue, noting that his 


expert advisers could not agree. Officials expect him to wake 
up iiis mind before the end of the year. 


Nearly one nnllion students have taken the qualification tests 


since they were resumed last year after a two-year suspension. 
The threi.'-hour, 100-question tests were given in May and 
November of last year and in March and early April this 
year. 


Results of the tests were made a part of registrants' files 


at local Selective Service boards to help the board determine 
whether students who took them should be drafted. 
Other 


criteria for making such determinations include grades, class 
rank and deportment. 


The general practice has been to defer students who are making 


satisfactory progress toward winning a degree in four years. 


Selective Service headquarters said all plans for additional 


tests had be-^n "deferred" until future policy had been deter, 
mined. 


A basic purpose of resuming the tests last year, according 


to officials, was to provide local boards with .nore criteria 
for selecting college students in the event that existhig policy- 
was changed to require the drafting of relatively large numbers 
of theu'. 


\Vhile postponing a decision on whether to end deferments of 


undergraduates, Johnson plans to subject all graduate students 


to the draft except those preparing to be physicians, dentists 
and ministers. 


He also announced in his March message that he intended to 


set up some form of a lottery, with 19-year-old men to be ex. 
posed first to the random call-up each year, along with older 
men whose deferments had expired. Present policy is to draft 
older wen first. 


The pending Senate bill preserves the President's authority 


to use a lottery and to reverse the call.up order as planned, 


There were no indications of a Senate fight over those or 


other issues. 
There is considerable hostility to the lottery 


plan in the House Armed Services Committee, however, and. 
influential members may seek to amend the extension bill to 
bar the establishment of any random selection system.

Consultant Explains 
Urban Renewal Proiect

Warren took another step in 


its long walk to urban renewal 
last night, completing in 35 
minutes a hearing that took 
more than two years to reach. 


The hearing on the Liberty 


Street Project was held in the 
county court house with 22 per- 
sons present. Only two of them 
did not represent public bodies 
or groups, and one of the two 
has a seat on the borough Park- 
ing Authority. 


The representative for War- 


ren Redevelopment Authority's 
planning consultants, Fred Tur- 
ner of Kendree and Sheppard, 
used up most of the meeting 
explaining the project as it 
has developed over the past 
two years. 


Turner said acquisition on 


the project can begin on August 
1, providing: 


1. The Department of Housing 


and Urban Development (HUD) 
gives final approval to the pro- 
ject, which has yet to receive 
approval for Part n of its 
application; 


2. 
The borough's workable 


program is put into effect with 
the passage of building and 
housing codes. 


Number one is dependent on 


number two. 


The Liberty Street Project 


covers 224 acres and involves 
seven properties, four of which 
have been found to have struc- 
tural deficiencies. When com- 
pleted, the project would pro- 
vide a parking area with 160 
parking spaces and additional 
loading spaces, as well as a 
commercial building on Liber- 
ty street. 
The commercial 


building, Turner said, would 
provide almost enough taxes 
in itself to offset the loss of 
taxes through demolition of the 
seven properties that would be 
razed for the project. 


That building would be located 


between the Moi.tgornery Ward 
store and Newell Press. 
It 


would be 100 feet in length by 
80 feet in depth. The depth of 
the building was questioned by 
James Mazzu of James Jewel. 
ers, who said it would "be too 
little for a big outfit and too 
big for a little outfit." Turner 
said this was not the opinion held 
by numerous architects who

for loading facilities, 


would be a matter for the park- 
ing authority to determine. 
Mazzu is a member of the Park- 
ing Authority. 


The Parking Author ity will buy 


the property for development 
into the parking lot after the 
Redevelopment Authority ac- 
quires the property and pre- 
pares it for development. 


Eventually, the property may 


be used for commercial de- 
velopment, helping to offset the 
burden of taxes in the residen- 
tial areas of the community. 


The details of the hearing will 


be submitted to HUD, along 
with the borough's workable 
program and the Part n appli- 
cation for the Liberty Street 
project.

by Christmas of this year," 
he said.

2 Power Plants, 
Kien An Airfield

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. Navy 


jets 
bombed 
two previously 


raided power plants in and near 
Haiphong 
yesterday 
and 


staged the first attack of the 
war on the Kien An airfield, a 
MIG base SVfe miles southwest of 
the North Vietnamese port. 


The Navy strike force, made 


up of squadrons from the car. 
riers Enterprise, Hancock and 
Kitty Hawk, executed Its mis. 
sions in clear weather through 
heavy antiaircraft fire. 


A U.S. spokesman announced 


an A4 Skyhawk was shot down 
and the pilot was missing. The 
Skyhawk was the 536th Ameri- 
can combat plane officially list, 
ed as lost over North Vietnam. 


Hanoi broadcast a declaration 


that five planes were shot down, 
four over Haiphong. It said the 
Americans raided "anumberof 
Dopulated areas and economic 
installations" In the city. 


One of the American attacks 


was the third of the war inside 
Haiphong, a city of 400,000 that 
is a major industrial center as 
well as the chief point of entry 
for North Vietnam's seaborne 
supplies. 


Briefing officers announced 


this target was an electric plant 
first hit April 20. This powered 
a cement factory described as 
turning out 95 per cent of the 
cement produced in North Viet, 
nam. The second raid within the 
city was on the cement factory 
itself April 25. Maps show both 
these installations 1.1 miles 
northwest of the city's center. 


A power station on the south 


bank of the Cau Cam River just 
east of the city limits, similarly 
bombed April 20, was hit again 
by the Navy fliers yesterday. 


Pilots estimated after the at. 


tacks last month that 80 per 
cent of the two plants had been 
destroyed or 
damaged. And 


Haiphong was dark the night 
after the raids. But the North 
Vietnamese apparently moved 


speedily to repair the dam age. 


Kien An was the third of 


North Vietnam's half dozen 
MIG fields to come under 
American attack since the first 
raids April 24 on home grounds 
of the Soviet-designed jet fight- 
ers. 


In a frontier sector near the 


demilitarized zone, B52 jets 
blasted at bunkers, gun posi- 
tions and supply points of North 
Vietnamese regulars who fought 
a five-hour battle Tuesday with 
elements of the U.S. 3rd Marine 
Regiment northwest of Khe 
Sanh.

McCool Answers Red China May Be Caught 
Charges In 
Property Issue 


Earlier this week three individuals filed two complaints 


in mandamus against Jack E. McCool, Warren County treasurer 
and currently a candidate for the Republican nomination for 
register and recorder. 


The complaints served on McCool Tuesday are acts of legal 


procedure which compels an officer to perform a duty that 
he is required to do. 


According to the plaintiffs—Roy Sherman, a county employe, 


John H. Stewart, local attorney, James V. Mazzu Jr., the 
former two acting as one party—they had purchased two tracts 
of land in E1K Township at a treasurer's sale in August of 
1964. 


The land, it is alleged, was sold under the title of unknown 


ownership and a period of two years was allowed under the 
law for any owners of the properties to redeem them. The 
plaintiff claim the deadline for such redemption was August 
3 of last year. 


The complaint states that on August 2 of last year McCool 


accepted, as county treasurer, funds from himself as an 
ii dividual to effect the redemption of the properties. 


The plaintiffs state he was not the owner or a party qualified 


to effect the redemption and according to their papers filed, 
there are no records filed in the office to show that any other 
party (during the two-year waiting time) attempted to redeem 
the property. 


The plaintiffs further state they asked McCool to void the 


records pertinent to his redemption, which according to the 
mandamus complaint, he refused to do. 


Paragraph 10 of the complaint states that "by an arbitrary 


exercise of authority in his official capacity as county treasur- 
er, the said Jack E. McCool acted in favor of Jack E. McCool as 
an individual in said acts of accepting redemption money and 
marking official records as 'redeemed' to tracts of land through 
a mistaken view of the law or otherwise." 


The court is petitioned to request the defendant to void the 


records pertinent to the redemtpion of the land. 


The following is a "letter to the editor" from McCool stating 


his views in the issue. 


May 10, 1967

Warren, Penna. 


To the Editor: 


'It seems that there are many interested citizens, who are 


still not too certain about the details covering the action com- 
menced against me yesterday, concerning the refund of re- 
demption money and the delivery of Tax Sale Deeds on two 
pieces of land in Ell; Township. 


"I have been advised by counsel ai.d several governmental 


agencies that I own and have good title to this land, by way of 
conveyances and deeds, all of which are of record. This is 
not a case of my purchasing any interest in these properties 
at any tax or Sheriff's Sale. The redemptions that were made 
by me, as an individual on August 2nd and 5th, 1966 (over nine 
months ago) were done in accordance with the law; and it is the 
same procedure that I follow when anyone else, who has a 
claim or title to property, that has been sold at Treasurer's 
sale, wants to protect his interest. 


"The only difference here is that I am a public official, 


and that certain persons are trying to take advantage of this 
by coercing me into giving them an interest in this land, 
which I am told I own: namely, John H. Stewart, attorney, Roy 
. E. Sherman, an appointed employe, in charge of the map 


office in the Court House, and James Mazzu Jr. of James 
Jewelers. 


"Again, this is not a case of any of my interest in this land 


being acquired by me at any Tax Sale. My ownership of the 
land in question, was through direct purchase from the owners 
of record, for a just and fair consideration, paid by me as an 
individual. 
Itn't it obvious that I would have gone through 


a "Straw Party," or taken an indirect means of asserting 
my interest and title to those properties, if I hadn't been 
keeping everything above board," 


"As I have previously stated. 
It is quite obvious that I 


was being coerced, and tried to be "bought off," because of my 
position as a public official. Don't we all have Constitutional 
Rights? 
I intend to protect these rights with the same effort 


that I have used in doing this for other individuals and groups 
who request or need the service of this office. I own the 
property, and I intend to protect my interest therein. I AM 
DOING, WHAT I HOPE, ANY OTHER INDIVIDUAL WOULD DO. 


"In closing, 1 would like to remind the readers that; one does 


not have to be learned in the law to know that there is no such 
thing as an "Unknown Assessment." If anyone who is familiar 
with the records, will search them thoroughly enough, he will 
eventually find an owner, even if it's William Penn."

Red Sea"—Arabic equivalent or 
"Go jump in the lake." 


Nasser's injunction followed 


the burning of the John F. Ken- 
nedy Library in Cairo and the 
shooting 
down 
of a private 


American plane by Egyptian 
jets. 


No such specific incidents un. 


derlie 
the current tensions. 


They are based more on funda. 
mental differences between the 
Nasser regime and U.S. policy 
in the Middle East. 


These have been aggravated 


by Nasser's smoldering anger 
over U.S. refusal to grant Egypt 
new food aid to replace the 
wheat agreement which expired 
last June 30. 


Early in the winter of 1966, 


Nasser requested a new food 
grant from Washington. He fi- 
nally canceled the request in 
April 1967 after the United 
States declined to give either a 
yes or no response. 


Nasser underlined his feel- 


ings in a recent speech when he 


I described the United States as 


i "the No. 1 enemy of Egypt." He 


charged the United States ac- 
tively supports what he called 
"counter - revolutionary elo 
ments" inside Egypt and in the 
Middle East.

Accept 
U.S. Grain 
Proposal

BRUSSELS—Ministers of the 


European Economic Community 
yesterday accepted an Ameri- 
can Kennedy round proposal 
concerning grains. The minis- 
ters' move came near to com- 
pleting the trade liberalization 
negotiations in this vital area. 


Differences between the Unit- 


ed States and the Common Mar- 
ket on grains and chemicals 
had threatened at several points 
in the four-year-old negotiations 
to lead to failure of the Kennedy 
round talks. Today, the minis- 
ters discuss chemicals. 


Because the gap was so wide 


in grains, American chief nego- 
tiator William M. Roth decided 
Tuesday to trim the American 
demands. At the same time it 
meant 
the community would 


have to trim its demands. 


The compromise which re- 


duces drastically the scope of 
a new international grain agree- 
ment that is part of the Kennedy 
round negotiations was brought 
to the ministers yesterday by 
the Common Market's chief 
negotiator, Jean Rey, a mem- 
ber of the Community's com- 
mission and the man strongly 
tipped to be its new president. 


For years the Americans had 


been saying that as part of the 
grains agreement they had to 
have guaranteed access for 
their farmers in the Common 
Market. 


The Community was willing 


to grant this access but binding 
it at a level that was well be- 
low what grain exporting na- 
tions such as the U.S., Canada, 
Australia and Argentina now 
enjoy. 


The Americans demanded 13 


per cent of the market for ex- 
porters, which is what the ex- 
porters now have. 
The Com- 


mon Market said this was un- 
acceptable because under new 
farm policies its farmers, par- 
ticularly the French, wanted to 
expand their production. 


The Common Market was will- 


ing to grant 10 per cent or pos- 
sibly 11 per cent. Each per- 
centage point represents about 
700,000 tons of grain.

(AP) — U.N. Secretary-General 
U Thant made a strong new ap» 
peal yesterday for a cessation 
of United States bombing of 
North Vietnam in order to re- 
solve what he called "the great- 
est crisis facing mankind since 
World War II." 


He reiterated his conviction 


that once the bombing was halt- 
ed without conditions by the 
United States, North Vietnam 
would agree to enter within a 
few weeks into meaningful talks 
that would lead to an end to the 
war. 


Thant stated his views at a 


reception given for him by the 
Speakers' Research Committee 
of the United Nations, a volun- 
tary organization that provides 
speakers supporting U.N. aims. 


Thant said it was evident that 


the U.S. bombing of the north 
had not achieved its goal of 
stopping or reducing infiltration 
into South Vietnam. 


He conceded that to stop the 


bombing might involve "certain 
limited risks," but he added 
that the alternative as he saw it 
"is far more dangerous and far 
more disastrous."

Decision Wanted 


A couple of months ago a secret meeting 


was held in Warren. At this meeting boat- 
ing regulations for the Kinzua Dam were es- 
tablished. 


I had asked permission to sit in on this 


conclave and was flatly turned down. When 
I wrote a column expressing the resentment 
I felt because of the refusal, it was said that 
my real gripe stemmed from an injured ego. 
And, to a great extent, I suppose it did. 


However, at the time the fish drop was made 


at the dam a couple of weeks ago several top 
officials of the Pennsylvania Fish Commis- 
sion spent a considerable amount of time try- 
ing to convince me that I should support the 
decisions made at the closed meeting. 


How can I? Without knowing why the decisions 


were made, or knowing the compromises that 
were agreed to before they were accepted, any 
recommendations by me would have to be based 
on: (1) a desire to please the Fish Commis- 
sion, or (2) my personal interests as a fish- 
erman. 


I am quite sure the boat owners who will be 


using the reservoir would object to my being 
so gullible or self-centered. And, I think they 
would have every right to object. 


So, in lieu of having attended the meeting 


and being aware of how the representatives 
of the various state and federal agencies view- 
ed the different proposals, I am faced with the 
task of trying to evaluate the situation on the 
basis of what I hear from the boaters and fish- 
ermen as individuals. 


The main bone of contention seems to be the 


Kinzua arm of the lake where an 8 mph speed 
limit has been established. The fishermen favor 
the regulation, the boaters object to it. Who is 
right? 


If it's a matter of sheer numbers, the fisher- 


man is. He outnumbers the straight pleasure 
boater or water skier 10-to-l. Further than this, 
there are the small boat users and canoeists 
who will go along with him as they too object 
to the large wakes of the bigger boats. 


On the other hand, though, boaters claim 


that a large boat traveling at 8 mph will throw 
a larger wake than one planing at higher speeds. 
Is this a fact? I don't know, and won't know 
until I see it demonstrated. 


The most convincing argument the boaters 


have, I think, is that regulations on the Kinzua 
arm will heavily penalize boat owners in the 
Kane area. At the established speed restriction, 
a boater from the Kane area would be faced 
with over an hour's traveling time each way 
to reach the open waters of the lake where he 
could water ski or "kick 'er open." This seems 
a bit unfair to this community. 


Especially 
now when road connections be- 


tween Kane and the "open" portions of the 


prevent the boater 


a launching area in 


lake are nonexistent, and 
from hauling his rig to 
less time. 


Possibly because they are already behind the 


8-ball, but also in a spirit of seeing everyone 
satisfied, the boaters 
show a willingness to 


compromise. I talked with some members of the 
reorganized boating club recently and found 
them agreeable to two possible solutions. One 
would be "through" traffic on the Kinzua arm, 
the other a time restriction on high-speed opera- 
tion. 


The first appeals to me more than the second. 


For in a "traffic" setup I don't think the limit- 
ed number of boats making the trip to and from 
the open parts of the lake would be enough to 
bother the fisherman, even at high speeds. And, 
if limited to a specific channel, would eliminate 
the chances of cowboy-ing. 


On the other hand, if speed restrictions were 


lifted between 10 a.m. and 6 p.m. (the second 
suggestion) it shouldn't interfere too much with 
the 
fisherman, either. But the small boat 


operator and the canoeist would take it on the 
chin. 


The worst part about the whole controversy 


is that it brings to the Kinzua waters the age- 
•old feud that has existed between boaters and 
fishermen 
on many 
other lakes. And, as 


I see it, this animosity could perhaps have been 
avoided, or at least lessened, if the concerned 
parties would have had an opportunity to express 
themselves at a public meeting. 


As it stands now, rational thinking on the matter 


will be hard to come by — all because bureau- 
cratic decisions were made behind closed doors. 
The Pennsylvania Fish Commission, who hosted 
the meeting, and the other state and federal 
agencies 
who participated, have created a 


problem they will find it hard to live with. And, 
if present indications mean anything, so will' a 
certain outdoor columnist find it hard to live with.

Tuesday right, distributed by an 
assistant equipment manager 
who said the donor wished to re. 
main anonymous. 


A couple of hours later, the 


defending world champions of 
baseball had moved another 
notch toward anonymity them- 
selves, losing 5.4 to Chicago—a 
fifth consecutive defeat which 
left the Orioles tied for eighth 
place in the American League. 


Bauer was right about the 


rabbits' feet, but so far he 
hasn't been able to shake the 
team's 1-8 slump and the re- 
suiting 9-13 record.

A. PERSONNEL 


1. Does your county have a merit system? If so, how does 


the system operate? Does it have a well-lntegrated program 
of recruitment, in-service training, promotion, and retirement? 
What positions are included in its jurisdiction? What positions 
are exempt? How many merit system employes are on the 
county payroll? 


There is no merit system except in Child Welfare, which 


operates under state civil service. When employes are need, 
ed they are selected by the county commissioners from ap. 
plicants recommended by the director of Warren County Child 
Welfare, and approved by the state. There is a retirement 
program, but this is not under a merit system. All full time 
employes participate - part time employes are not included. 
The only employes under a merit system are the five employes 
in Child Welfare. 


2. Does your state government have a merit system? If so, 


does your county operate under it? If not, can your county - 
and does it .- obtain advice and guidance from the state, from 
state boards or commissions, or from the state university's 
public administration department in the selection of qualified 
personnel? 


The state's ment system is Civil Service. The county operates 


under it only for Child Welfare. There Is no state guidance 
other than in Child welfare. 


3. Is the merit system in partial use in your county - for 


programs administering federal grants-in-aid, for example? 


Yes, 
through state administration of federal aid to Child 


Welfare. 


4. How does your county hire personnel not included in its 


merit system? Does it use a personnel officer? How much turn, 
over is there in staff? Which appointees change with elections? 


Personnel is hired upon application and recommendation from 


department heads. There is no personnel officer. There is very 
little turnover in staff •- two or three a year. No appointees 
change with elections. 


B. FINANCE 
Accounting and Auditing: 


1. Do you have a county auditor? Is he elected or appointed? 
There are three county auditors, elected every four years at 


the same time and under the same system as the commissioners. 
Two nominees are chosen by each party. The three candidates 
with the highest number of votes are elected. 


2. Does the auditor have any control over receipts and dis- 


bursements of the treasurer? 


No. They only audit, but are free to check invoices and 


receipts. 


3. Are regular audits made? By independent auditing firms 


or by the state? When was the last county audit made? 


Audits are made every month. Completed reports of county 


auditors are signed by the County Court Judge and submitted 
to the state for approval. The last monthly audit at the time of 
the League of Women Voters interview was in Feb., 1967. 
The annual audit begins in January and takes three months to 
complete. 


4. What relationship exists between state and county financial 


authorities? What do your state laws say about keeping accounts 
and making regular reports? If auditing services are available 
from your state does your county use them? 


The state makes no contribution to general county govern. 


ment. If the county incurs any large debts that will not be 
paid within a year it must have the approval of the state 
Bureau of Internal Affairs. When the state gives out grants 
for local projects -• usually the administration of federal money 
.. the expenses of that project are audited by the state. The only 
regular reports made to the state are the auditors' reports. 
There are no state auditing services available. The county 
commissioners account to the state for liquid fuels taxes, a 
grant from the state, which they distribute. The state auditor 
checks the county treasurer's collection of state funds and the 
county register.recorder collection of state taxes. 


FINANCIAL REPORTING 


1. Do you have a compulsory system for your county officers 


to use in reporting obligations and expenditures? If so, how 
frequently must reports be filed? Are standard reporting forms 
in use? If not, are reports filed on a regular basis? 


No, we do not have such a system.

No, The chief clerk in the commissioners' office does the

All courthouse and county purchases are under the control 


of the commissioners. Bids are received on a competitive basis.

Small purchases are made locally from county business firms. 


Large purchases are ordered directly from the factory.

TELLING THE TRUTH ABOUT CANCER. 


Fear is experienced by almost everyone on learning 


be or she has cancer. Even those with a localized and 
curable malignancy are shocked on hearing the diagnosis. 
Some persons, including physicians and surgeons, have 
been known to panic. Therefore, the doctor tells the 
truth on an individual basis. 


The majority quiet down after the initial shock is over, 


especially when the situation is explained. 
At first 


anxiety is understandable because most of us dread 
cancer. Physicians are compassionate, and their reluc- 
tance to avoid the word is understandable. The victim 
may anticipate extensive surgery and the possibility of 
disfigurement and loss of vital organs. Some are worried 
•bout becoming a burden to the family or not being able 
to earn a living. 


An air of optimism prevails once the initial shock passes 


and the hopeful signs are stressed. It is true that cancers 
are more prevalent, but many persons are being cured 


a result of improved surgery and radiation therapy. 


Earlier detection and treatment when the cancer is 
localized are common. There is reason for hope when the 
goal is to cure or arrest the disease. 


Many people want to know the truth. It helps when dis. 


cussing their cancer with the physician and family. Others 
refuse to accept the "bad news" even when the diagnosis 
is clearly established. 


When the tumor returns and the individual knows it, 


the situation changes. No longer is the illness discussed, 
especially when the individual is sensitive about revealing 
his anxieties. He becomes passive and concerned about 
being abandoned. Regular visits from significant persons 
kelp to diminish this feeling of desertion,

Warren County has been for* 


tunate in the past, explains 
Wingert, in having practically 
no infestation of the alfalfa 
weevil. However, last year a 
few farmers in this area ex. 
perienced some difficulty with 
this damaging insect. They 
were compelled to spray to com. 
bat this pest. 


"It 
is a serious question 


whether there ever would be a 
severe infestation this year," 
says Wingert, "yet, proper 
measures in advance will pre. 
vent the weevil from destroying 
the crop if it should suddenly 
appear." 


Asked about this insect, Win. 


gert explains it has a one. 
generation cycle a year. Adult 
weevils, which winter over, lay 
eggs in the spring. The larva is 
a small green worm, a half inch 
long. It hatches from the eggs, 
and causes great damage to 
alfalfa. 


The worm then goes into its 


pupa, or cocoon stage, and be- 
comes an adult, to complete the 
life cycle. Many adults go into 
summer hibernation, and leave 
the alfalfa fields. A very few, 
however, return to the fields and 
lay eggs in the fall, although 
the majority do this in the 
spring. For this reason spring 
weather has important bearing 
on the eggJaying pattern. A
